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I n the national executive meeting held in October 1985 at 
Gandhinagar, the resolve to make the Bharatiya Janata Party 
(BJP) a cadre-based organization was taken. Since then the 
party has been expanding and strengthening its cadre who 
can work resolutely in nation building.

The training is regular, curriculum-based and quite widespread 
throughout the country. As many as 20 subjects are covered three- 
days training sessions at district, state or national level and two-days 
training at the mandal level. The ideology of the party is explained 
to trainees at all levels and the interactive sessions held between the 
senior trainers and trainees, is an important part of the programme 
intending at engaging all. 

The training is not specific to any election in the country but the 
intensity of training might vary if a state or local elections are close by. 
The training modules are drawn up democratically considering the 
suggestions of all stakeholders thus providing space for democratic 
values to flourish. 

No training session is complete without focusing on issues like 
cultural nationalism, value-based politics, heritage, Panchanishta 
(Commitment to nationalism and national integration, democracy, 
establishment of a samaras samaj free from exploitation), positive 
secularism (sarva dharma sambhava) and commitment to value- 
based politics). Emphasis on Integral Humanism, the core philosophy 
of the party, is an essential part of the training. The trainees are 
encouraged to ask questions and seek answers. The sessions are aimed 
at contributing to the sum total of political dialogue and discourse. 

In the second phase of the training programme, specialized 
training for political party functionaries in various morchas (wings), 
departments and projects of BJP has been conducted. In the 
specialized training programme, the party has imparted training 
to effectively handle media and deal with various media platforms, 
including social media and digital media.

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On May 12, 2015, a meeting was held at the party headquarters in 
New Delhi where a broad-based agenda for the training programme 
was decided. The first trainers workshop was held in Delhi where 
about half a dozen karyakartas from each state participated in 11 
sessions held for three days. The sessions were on history of the party 
and its philosophy and ideology; achievements of the government; 
integral humanism (ekatma manav darshan); cultural nationalism; 
organizational approach towards work; challenges before the nation; 
training at state-level; training category system; and training operation. 

At the three-days state-level training programme, the topics covered 
were on party history and development (from Jana Sangh to BJP); 
theoretical establishment; achievements of the government; financial 
management; work methodology and party sangathan structure; 
karyakarta vikas; ekatma manav darshan; cooperation movement; 
social harmony; foreign policy; good governance; coordination 
between party and government, challenges before the government. 

A three-day district-level training covered topics on party history and 
development (from Jana Sangh to BJP); theoretical establishment; 
achievements of the government; party working method and 
party sangathan structure; ekatma manav darshan; personality 
development of the karyakartas; media management; social media; 
two state-specific issues, challenges before the nation. 

At the two-days mandal-level training camps, the subjects covered 
were BJP history and development; theoretical establishment, 
achievements of government and local issues. 

Specialized training sessions including media training for the 
delegates of different morchas, kisan (farmer) morcha, mahila

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(women) morcha, representatives of urban local bodies and rural 
local bodies, OBC morcha and morcha for Scheduled Caste and 
Tribe, were held in 2018. These meetings provided an opportunity 
not only to learn new things in the training sessions but also to the 
karyakartas to exchange and share their own experiences in their 
respective fields. 

Despite strings of electoral gains since 2014, the party instead of 
being complacent is reinvigorating its plan of actions. BJP has been 
galvanizing lakhs of party workers, providing them training and 
motivating them. The Uttar Pradesh assembly election results in 2017 
and elsewhere in the country is testimony to a strong and dynamic 
leadership at the helm and the hard work of inspired karyakartas at 
the grassroots level. •

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T he Bharatiya Janata Party (BJP) has seen many highs 
and lows since it was formed after breaking away from 
the Janata Party in 1980, but has grown on the strength 
of its distinct ideology, cadre-based party structure 
and political accommodation. 

For BJP, the year 1980 was a turning point in its history similar to 
the year 1977. Since then, the party has seen both successes and 
failures in electoral politics, achieved many milestones, expanded 
its presence across the country, emerged as the single largest party, 
and has established itself as a popular government. Today, it has 
expanded its organizational and political influence to the nooks 
and corners of the country. Almost 75 per cent of the country is 
under its rule with a strong government at the Centre led by Prime 
Minister Narendra Modi. 

Leader, cadre and parivar are the secret of its growth and success. 
It was the Vajpayee-Advani duo in the past and Modi-Shah in 
the present who have provided able leadership to the party. 
Similarly, well-trained and motivated cadres at the grassroots 
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are the strength of the party. The BJP's strength has also been its 
vichar parivar and the alliance partners (NDA), some of whom have 
been there as all-weather partners. 

In the past couple of decades, through these distinct advantages, the 
BJP has risen to occupy the national centre stage of Indian politics. 
Once condemned as an outcast and regarded as a fringe force, 
today it dominates every aspect of India's political life. It is closer to 
its avowed objectives of achieving what the great stalwarts like Pt. 
Deen Dayal Upadhyaya, Dr. Shyama Prasad Mookerjee, Mahatma 
Gandhi and others had wanted to achieve, of bringing in a political 
culture that has roots in independent India and of promoting healthy 
political competition based on Indian values and traditions. 

During the past about five years, BJP has gained much on the political 
firmament both at the Centre and at the state level. Currently, BJP is 
governing in 19 states in the country. Because of its cadre and leader, the 
party was triumphant in 2014 and 2019 general elections and won huge 
votes in states like Chhattisgarh, Delhi, Goa, Gujarat, Himachal Pradesh, 
Jharkhand, Rajasthan and Uttarakhand, Uttar Pradesh, Telegana, North 
East and in Union Territories such as Andaman and Nicobar Islands, 
Chandigarh, Dadra and Nagar Haveli and Daman and Diu. BJP had 
impressive victories in Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, Assam, Bihar, 
Karnataka, Punjab, among others. BJP also has increased its vote share 
pan India and has also made its presence felt in states like Kerala, Tamil 
Nadu, Karanataka, Andhra Pradesh, Telegana, West Bengal, etc. A large 
number of MPs were elected from the Scheduled Caste and Scheduled 
Tribe reserved constituencies too.

MODI-SHAH TEAMWORK 

On July 9,2014, incumbent President of BJP Rajnath Singh announced 
the name of Shri Amit Shah as the new party President. The party 
has achieved unprecedented success in Uttar Pradesh under his 
leadership. He possesses special organizing capabilities and is an 
expert in managing and strategizing election campaigns. 

Shri Amit Shah has brought great innovations to the party's 
organizational structure. Shah is known for his poll management 
skills and deft election strategies. His moves have provided rich 
dividends to the party everywhere since 2014. 

Since Shri Amit Shah has taken over as party President he has 
introduced many reforms in the party. The first step was the Sadasyata 
Maha Abhiyan (nationwide membership drive) which in a short span 
of four months boosted the party as the largest political party in the 
world with 12 crore members, up from 2.47 crore in 2013. To facilitate 
easy access to party membership, he introduced digital platforms to 
register as members by giving a missed call on a toll-free number. 

The second important drive was aimed at consolidation of party 
members by the massive Sampark Abhiyan (nationwide mass 
contact programme) to individually contact and verily each and 
every new member and formally get him/her introduced to the 
party. He initiated this programme on May 1,2015, in the presence of

The third initiative was the launching of the Pt. Deendayal Upadhyaya 
Prashikshan Mahabhiyan to train 15 lakh karyakartas from mandal 
up to the national level. This training was on ideology, orientation, 
behaviour and the strategies adopted by the party to achieve its goal. 
Every section of the society was touched by this programme and its 
format and methodology were centrally designed and executed with 
precision and perfection. 

The fourth innovation is to equip the party office premises even at 
the district-level with high-tech, modern technology, a library for 
reference, proper connectivity and lodging facility. Shri Amit Shah 
is also making it certain that his party emerges as the pre-eminent 
political entity in India with a focus on rejuvenating the cultural 
spirit of India.

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One of the novel steps the party adopted was towards reaching out to 
the last man at the grassroot level on the election day. Panna pramukhs 
(in-charge of one page in the electoral list comprising approximately 
60 voters) had been assigned the task to meet the voters listed in that 
panna (page) during election time and ensure all the voters turn up 
to the polling booth to cast their votes. This grassroots interaction 
between the panna pramukhs and the common voters paved the 
way for deepening democracy in the country. 

Special attention was paid to those states where BJP is struggling to 
become a formidable force — Andhra Pradesh, Kerala, Odisha, Tamil 
Nadu, Telangana, West Bengal and north-eastern states. 

BJP has emerged as the largest political force in India with world's 
highest membership base. Since May 2014 the party has been 
running governments both at the Centre under the leadership of 
Prime Minister Shri Narendra Modi and in as many as 19 states. 

In the general election for the 17th Lok Sabha in May 2019, BJP 
returned to power with thumping majority, further increasing its 
vote share and achieved a never before mandate. The BJP on its own 
won 303 seats and the BJP led NDA won 353 seats. 

For the first time in three decades, the party now occupies centre 
stage in the nation's political firmament and has massively expanded 
its organizational and political base across the country. The bigger 
the trust of the people, greater would be the responsibility of the 
party and its dedicated karyakartas.

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THE JOURNEY TOWARDS A POLITICAL MISSION 

On October 21, 1951, the Bharatiya Jana Sangh was founded and 
within no time the party had geared up for the first general elections. 
The rectangular saffron flag with a Deepak inscribed on it was the 
election symbol. Jana Sangh got 3.06 per cent vote share and three 
MPs including Dr Syama Prasad Mookerjee were elected to the Lok 
Sabha. The Bharatiya Jana Sangh joined hands with friendly political 
parties to form the National Democratic Front and Dr Mookerjee 
became the first informal Leader of Opposition in the Lok Sabha. 

At the first conference of the Bharatiya Jana Sangh held in Kanpur 
from December 29-31, 1952, Pt. Deendayal Upadhyaya was elected 
as the General Secretary, and the first ideological resolution of the 
party “Cultural Renaissance” Expressing Geo-cultural Nationalism 
was conceded. 

In the 1957 general election, Jana Sangh won four seats and the vote 
percentage almost doubled to 5.93 per cent. In the 1962 Lok Sabha 
elections, 14 MPs were elected from Jana Sangh and the vote percentage 
increased to 6.44. In the fourth general elections in 1967, 35 members 
got elected to the Lok Sabha and Jana Sangh became the No. 2 political 
party after the Indian National Congress. In March 1967, the first non- 
Congress government was formed in Bihar and Jana Sangh became a 
part of the alliance called Samyukta Vidhayak Dal (SVD). Thereafter, 
the party became a part of the coalition governments (SVD) formed in 
Punjab, Delhi, Uttar Pradesh, Haryana and Madhya Pradesh. 

In January 1971 general elections, the party witnessed a slide for 
the first time after its formation. Its number came down to 21 from 
35 in the Lok Sabha. On the midnight of June 25, 1975, national 
Emergency was declared which curtailed the civil liberties of 
the citizens. Thousands of leaders of political parties and socio-

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cultural organizations such as the Rashtriya Swayamsevak Sangh 
(RSS) were either jailed under the provisions of draconian MISA 
(Maintenance of Internal Security Act) laws or went underground. 
RSS was banned too. Widespread underground movements took 
place throughout the country under the leadership of Jana Sangh 
karyakartas and RSS swayamsevaks. 

Babu Jayaprakash Narayan handed over the responsibilities of 
Lok Sangharsh Samiti to Shri Nanaji Deshmukh. Widespread 
movements took place throughout the country and a large 
number of people were jailed. The karykartas of Jana Sangh and 
Swayamsevaks of the RSS were in the forefront of this movement. 
Elections were held in 1977. It was a silent revolution in India. After 
the elections on March 23,1977 the end of Emergency was declared. 
The Jana Sangh merged with the Janata Party. Three leaders of the 
Jana Sangh joined the Government.

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Due to ideological differences the leaders of Jana Sangh left the 
Janata Party and on April 6, 1980 formed the Bharatiya Janata Party 
(BJP) on the basis of panchnishthas (five commitments). 

In 1984 first general elections after it's formation, the Bharatiya 
Janata Party won only two seats. In 1989, BJP got 86 seats and Shri Lai 
Krishna Advani got elected to the Lok Sabha for the first time. Before 
the 1991 Lok Sabha elections, Congress was again voted to power but 
BJP's tally increased from 86 to 119. 

In 1996,1998 and 1999, three Lok Sabha elections were held in which 
BJP emerged as the single largest party and Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee 
became the Prime Minister, first for 13 days, then for 13 months and 
then for four-and-a-half years. The National Democratic Alliance 
(NDA) which formed the government under the leadership of Shri 
Vajpayee in May 1998 collapsed within a year; but was voted back to 
power in the 1999 general elections with support from other regional 
parties. Shri Vajpayee continued in office till the Lok Sabha elections 
in November 2004 which was held six months ahead of schedule. 
Though NDA could not garner majority to form the government, but 
for the next 10 years BJP continued to play an active and constructive 
role as an Opposition party. 

Following the landslide victory in the 2014 Lok Sabha elections, the 
BJP-led coalition, the National Democratic Alliance (NDA), won 336 
seats with BJP alone getting 282 seats. NDA became the first coalition 
to win such a huge number of seats, and it is for the first time in India's 
independent history that any single party, other than the Congress, 
got the majority on its own. 

BJP has swept the polls in northern, western and central India, and 
the party has also made considerable gains in states where it has 
been traditionally weak. In Uttar Pradesh, which sends 80 members 
to the Lok Sabha, NDA coalition won 73 seats. On May 26, 2014, Shri 
Narendra Damodardas Modi formed the government at the Centre 
with the vision 'Sabka Saath, Sabka Vikas!

Traditionally an agrarian economy, two-thirds of Indian population 
is still dependent on farming for their livelihood and 50 per cent of 
income generated in manufacturing industry is from agro-based 
industry.

New Delhi: A BJP manual for Its 
members on ways to deal with the 
pressandconductthemselvesonso- 
cial media has such elaborate guide¬ 
lines that many journalism schools 
would be tempted to Incorporate 
them In their curriculum. 

The guidebook, issued by the BJP 
Training Cell,conveysto the party 
leaders and workers virtually ev¬ 
erything—what time of day Is good 
for holding a press interaction; 
days of the week that get the best 
Impact; the way party spokesper- 
sons should dress during television 
appearances; etc. 

In 2015, BJP had begun what It 
claims Is the largest training pro¬ 
gramme for political workers any¬ 
where In the world. The Deendayal 
Upadhyaya Prashikshan 
Mahabhlyan conducted thou¬ 
sands of training programmes 
from the ‘mandal’ to the national 
level across the country. The 
‘Media: Approach and Strategy’ Is 
a “quick guidebook" for handling 
the media.

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F or Bharatiya Janata Party, training and capacity¬ 
building of its karyakartas is not just a custom but 
a concerted effort for creating an environment of 
inclusive growth. Since Pt. Deendayal Upadhyaya 
Prashikshan Mahabhiyan has been launched in 2015, 
the party has imparted intensive all-inclusive training to more 
than 1.2 million karyakartas across the country. Cross-sections of 
common karyakartas participated at the mandal, district, state 
and national levels. The programmes covered several segments of 
the society such as women, youth, farmers, weavers, Scheduled 
Caste and Tribe, among others.

During the past four decades the Bharatiya Janata 
Party has crossed many a milestone in terms of party’s 
growth in numbers besides gaining confidence from 
crores of countrymen.

Today BJP lias the largest number of elected 
representatives both to Lok Sabha and at the state 
level.

Shri Atal Biliari Vajpayee formed the government 
at the Centre on three occasions — twice in 1996 
and once in 1998 in which the party was a major 
stakeholder.

But the trajectory of its growth 
has taken a big leap, and in 2014 BJP won absolute 
majority on its own with 282 members in the 16th 
Lok Sabha, and with its allies the tally went up to 336 
seats in a House of 543. In the 2019 general election 
for the 17th Lok Sabha, BJP returned to power with 
thumping majority, further increasing its vote share 
and achieved a never before mandate. Hie BJP on 
its own won 303 seats and the BJP led NDA won 353 
seats. Hie unprecedented victory was principally due 
to the dynamic leadership of Shri Narendra Modi.
